| 1 4. (Original) A method of installing a tile on a roof with a slope, comprising the steps of:

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providing first and second battens, each batten comprising at least one layer of a n. terial 
comprising first and .second plies defining a multiplicity of air passages therethrouj; i, the 
passages extending generally transversely to a longitudinal axis of the batten; 

fixing the first and second battens on the roof such that longitudinal axes of the fi .t and 
second battens are generally parallel and extend generally horizontally to the roof slope; an 

fixing the tile atop the first and second battens. 

1 5. (Original) The method of claim 14, in which the layer comprises a first and second ge: jrally 
planar ply and a generally convoluted ply disposed between the first and second plies. 

16. (Original) The melhod of claim 15, in which the provided battens comprise a plursl ty of 
layers. 

17. (Original) The melhod of claim 16, in which the layers further comprise means for lixing 
said layers in a stacked relationship. 



[ 1 8. (Original) The melhod of claim 17, in which the fixing means includes stitching. 



19. (Original) The method of claim 17, in which the fixing means is selected from the proup 
consisting of staples, glue, hot air welding, stitching, ultrasonic welding, infrared bondiEj , and 
any combination thereof. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 15, in which the provided battens comprise a plural ty of 
hingably-connectcd layers. 
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21. (Original) A spac'jr opcratively disposable between a roof decking and an exteriu ■ roof 
material and comprising a plurality of stacked layers, each layer comprising a generally nlanar 
first ply and a second ply cooperating with the first ply to define a multiplicity of passaji s, the 
passages extending generally transversely to a longitudinal axis of the spacer, the layers f; tened 
together by stitching, adjacent layers connected by a hingeline extending generally paralle to the 
spacer longitudinal axis. 

22. (Original) A spacer opcratively disposable between a roof decking and an exteriu: roof 
material and comprising a plurality of stacked, completely separated layers fastened toge ier by 
stitching, each layer comprising a generally planar first ply and a second ply cooperating v th the 
first ply to define a multiplicity of passages, the passages extending generally transverse y to a 
longitudinal axis of thii spacer.

24. (New) The batten of claim 2, in which the cross portions are generally transverse to the 
first ply.
